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CENTRAL ASIAN FRAGMENTS OF THE 
ashjadasasahasrikA PRAJNAPARAMITA 
AND OF AN UNIDENTIFIED TEXT.' 


INTRODUCTION. 

The nine folios published below were received in the office of the Director 
General of Archaeology together with a letter from Mr. (now Sir George) Macartney 
of the 8th .May J9U7, in which it is stated that they had been purchased from 
Badr-ud-din, who said that he had found them at Khadalik, 

The leaves belong to four different manuscripts, 1. In the first place 
there are six folios, bearing the numbers 97, 98, 102, 104. 109 and ill), respect¬ 
ively. in the Biabroi characters of the Khotnn realm, and dating from ta. the 7th 
century A.L>. The folius measure 22* x7", and each side contains eleven lines, 
with about 65 akshurus to the line. The state of preservation is generally fair, 
but several passages are much defaced. The language is fairly correct Sanskrit. 
The rules of sandhi are frequently neglected or misapplied, so that we find, e,g. t 
charamanaimm for chamtnam entm; evam uklayushnam Sdradvattp uflray mh - 
mantath, etc. R is occasionally used as a hiatus-consonant, e,g. t mana-r-eva ; 
$unyd-r-ut>n<vna ; cL also asmai-r-MarakamidHi l<)4n3, where we are reminded of 
the insertion of r before consonants in heavy syllables in Saka. A similar remark 
applies to the occasional interchange of £ and at, e.g,, in ye chitarkt 97it8 ; subha- 
ahiiesha 97h2 ; tai for /« 98a2, and to U for t in aparmiita 109al, With regard 
to orthography we may note the consistent writings ttr and Mr, and that rv 
occurs as mb ; e.g., tattra, chakkra, samba. The antis vara is occasionally omitted, 
e.g., in samatd 97bl, tm 97b3, ex'atupdni 104a6, etc. On the other hand it is 
often inserted before a nasal, e.g., in the frequent sammgak. As in Saka a final 
anus vara is equivalent to n, cL aytuhmam, sariitkaram, etc., and, because it 
often represents a final m, we inversely find forms as pdpitnarn llMb9. Also the 
visarga. is frequently omitted, and, on the other hand, often used as a sign of 
i-t nrponction. in which ease I shall transliterate e,g, t in dfitt: 97b6 f etc,; cf, 
a’»> astidfishfih nastirdfishlih skandhadrishtift , . , pratityasutntdpSdudrixktih pra- 
hdrjtdya HOaS, where there is some uncertainty about the proper transliteration, 
because the nominative is often used instead of the base in .similar enumerations. 
Elsewhere a single dot, usually above the line, is, very irregularl}*, used as a 
sign of punctuation. The genders are occasionally confounded ; thus vajrdpamath 
ehittotpado 109a7, ydvanti : satm naimyikd vd tiryagyotiikd vd yatnnldkiktini vd 
)09a3, where it would be possible to think of the influence of Saka, but also, at 
least in the latter case, of Ardbamagadkl. There are not a few Prakritiama.

where there was only one form for the cases of feminine abases outside the 
nominatne and accusative, Of interest is perhaps also the apparent use of the 
form m am as an ablative in drydshtdrigam margarh i 104bl0. because such forms 
are known from Ardhamagadhi. There are, further, several mis writings, e.g„ 
hhyv for hhdh I04a3, anvOardyM for amUtardm IfMaS, tdpadara for udota 109a 10 
antarayoh for antayoh 9Sb2. pmtibhdtibMti for pratibhati U0a2, etc. The con- 
sistent writing aeedanika for the usual atgnffci, on the other hand, is rio miswrit* 
mg. There is a colophon in UOai : aupamyaparwarm nfimnaikMaiaimh samaptah. 

2- A second manuscript is represented by one folio, numbered 152 in a 
slightly older form of Briihmf; 23J'X8^ each side with 11 lines of 55-57 akahara*. 
Uft hand upper comer is torn away. The language is much less correct than 
in the first group, and there are numerous slips, genders, numbers and cases being 
often confounded. Most of the peculiarities mentioned above are also found

U\ draw attention to nil his mistakes, Hut we may notice formg such as das yd man 
for dasyamo, kmjtjmatta for iapjasum, ovadatti for avavadati, -pad for paid, etc., 
hccanse they remind us of similar features in Kliotanese Saka. For the history 
of the text it may also he of interest to note the apparent use of the instrumental 
for the locative plural in aawmi^paryaniaih ISkadhaiubhi 764 (?) a6, if we bear 
Ijj mind that the two forms were not distinguished in Ardhamagadhl,

I soon found out that the three first manuscripts contain fragments of one 
and the same text, some version of the Prajtuiparamita, The case is evidently 

different with the fourth manuscript, which I shall therefore deal with separately 
later on.

For a review of the various Prajfiap5ramit5s it will He sufficient to consult 
Max WaUeser, Prajnaparamitfi die Vohkommenbert der Erketmtms nach bdi- 
si hen, tibetischen and chinesischen Quellen. Gottingen, Leipzig J914 (Quellen der 
R cHgi onsgeschichte. B. 0, Giuppe 8 ). and Nalinakuha Dmt. Aspects of Mahayana 
Buddhism and its relation to Hirniyana, London 11)30 (Calcutta Oriental Series 
No. 23), pp. 323 IT. In connection with the Central Asian fragments here pub¬ 
lished we are only concerned with five texts, viz., A The AshUsahasrika D The 
DaiasahasriH, Ad The AshtadasisahasrikiL P The P.uVhavi.usatisaluusriki, 
and S The fktasahasrikfi. A was published in Sanskrit by Rajendraliila Mitra 
in the Bibliotheca Indies, Calcutta 1888 : tile beginning of the Sanskrit text of 
P bv Nalbmksha Butt in the Calcutta Oriental Series No. 28. London lt)34, and 
the beginning of S, in Sanskrit and Tibetan, by Pratapachandra Ghosha in the 
Bibliotheca Indica, Calcutta 1902 fl., 1888 ff„ respectively. The other Prajiia- 
paramitas were hitherto only known from Chinese and Tibetan translations. 
Fragments of an unidentified PrajMp&ramita were, finally, published from Central 
Asian manuscripts by Pandit B. B. Eidyabinod in the Memoirs of the Archeolo¬ 
gical Survey of India, No. 32, Calcutta, 19*27. 

We have no other means of judging about the absolute and relative date of 
these texts than the Chinese translations, the Tibetan versions being throughout 
later, dating from about the 8th-9th centuries A.D, And Here we °are at once 
met with one difficulty, because Sinologists tell us that the Chinese originally 
gave the title Duaasahasriki to the Ashta. 1 have no qualifications for judging 
about this question, but if the statement is right, it would be a likely inference 
that D was already existing when A was first translated into Chinese. 

According to Bunyo Nsnjio’s Catalogue the dates of the different translations 
are as follows:—

From this Male of tilings we can draw the inference that a Pmjfiapfimmita 
text was in existence in the 2nd century A.D.. and that it was translated into 
Chinese under the title Daiasahasrika, but was, as already indicated, in reality 
the Astya, wbenceforth both A and D probably existed at that 'date. Now 
A and D are not, as we shall see later on. two recensions of one and the same 
text. but. to a certain extent, different independent works, and the original text 
frinn which both are derived must consequently be considerably older than, the 
last quarter of the second century A.D., but it would be risky to make any guess 
at its actual age, 

With regard to D, 1 can only judge from the Tibetan translation, which 
shows that its arrangement differs to some extent from that of the other Pinjim- 
paramitiis. [ shall make some remarks on this difference later on. and in this 
place only deal with the other texts, quoting A. P and & from the published 
Sanskrit texts and Ad from the Oslo copy of the Kanjur. In comparing the 
figures we must bear in mind that roughly 2i-3 folios of Ad correspond to one 
page in P and S, and that the numerous abbreviations of P have reduced the 
size with more than, one half. 

It is quite clear that these Praj uapiramitas are all built up iu the same way, 
though A is, especially in the beginning, much shorter titan the other versions. 

All these PrajiLapfiramitaa begin with an account of how the Buddha dwelt 
in I’ujagrihfi surrounded by numerous monks, the number being given as ard&n- 
tmyoda&a iakttti in A and as pail efuz mat rani sabasrani in the other versions, all 
with the exception of Ananda, being arhats, etc. Here the statement about 
ihe situation ends in A, while Ad, P and S go on to mention nuns, irude and 
female lay worshippers and Bodhisattvas. with ever increasing fulness. They 
further describe how the Buddha aits down in samddhi, regards tlie universe, 
smiles, emits rays which penetrate even'where, and performs various wonders, 
happenings which are described in increasing detail down to 16l>2 in Ad. [7.21 
m P, 55.18 in $. Then follow, in these texts, lengthy expositions in which the 
Bui3<1 ha explains to Sariputra how a Bfidhisattva should apply himself to rhe 
Prajuuparamita, down to Ad 89^ P 98.5, S 323.2. Of all this there are no 
traces in A, which goes on to state, p. 3.17, how the Buddha asks Subhat! to 
consider how the BfklhUsttvas arrive at PrajQaparamita, cf. Ad 89a, P 
S 524.L fhen, A 3,21 ft; Sariputra wonders whether Subhfiti will answer 
through his own insight or through that of the Buddha. Subhfiti reads his 
mind and answers that it is all due to the Buddha, and then goes un to comtdv 
with the Buddha s request. Ad, P ami S agree, but are much fuller and mZ 
proUx. and henceforth it is possible to identify, step by stop, the various passages

ilic agreement between Ad, P 1 and S is T on the whole, remarkable, and they 
can safely he characterised as different enlargements of one and the same original, 
und this common source must, in its turn, go l>«ck to A, It is often compara¬ 
tively easy to see how and why the text has been enlarged. Thus A 17 contains 
statements about the kalydyatnitras. [(its lias lead to n long exposition about 
■pdpatnitrm, which is also found in D, in Ad, P and S. A 15.4. Ad l4Ha3, P 1 47.fi, 
£ *12,1 S Bliaguvnn explains to fsiripiitra that the dharmas exist so that they 
do not exist : yal/td ?wt sa?itvid‘ijtmt? fat fat xmhridyantd. and that they are there* 
fore called at ndya, In Ad, P and S Saripuha then asks for fuller in format ion. 

and a long exposition follows of which one passage may he quoted. Ad gives

tenrin: mfrmd, smitjfia, samskdrah, vijUanant, with further additions down to 
864.19. It is evident that the compilers of-the enlarged treatises are not con¬ 
tent with general terms, such ns dharttm, sunyntd, but wish to give them in full, 
with detailed applications. And it can hardly be doubted that tins was done 
at the hand of definitions and lists such as those which we know from the Muka- 
vvutpatti. * 

It might, of course, theoretically be maintained that the fullest text, the 
S, is the original and the other ones abridgements, as held by the Nepalese school. 

It seems to me, however, that XnJinaksha Dutt, in the work mentioned above, 
has given convincing proofs against this assumption. And, so far as l can 
sec, there are other strong reasons, in favour of the view held by Tibetan Buddhists, 
that the oldest Pfiramita is A. Not only the fact that we know' that it existed 
us early as the second century, but also the consideration that we can easily 
understand how later compilers came to enlarge the text, in order to acquire 
merit. Moreover we can, in the case of Ad, definitely prove that this text has 
been enlarged in the course of time. Finally, the inner reasons adduced by 
Nalinaksha Dutt from the non-mentioning of the bhumis m A, cany considerable 
weight.

M’e may now turn our attention to D. A priori one might lie iiK-lincd to 
assume that it ri an intermediate Jink between A on the one hand and the larger 
compilations on the other. So far as we can judge from tlie Tibetan translation, 
such cannot, however, lie the case. The opening passage is the same as in the 
other texts, fuller than in A, but shorter than in Ad, P anti $. Then comes 
a short account of the wonders performed by the Buddha, numerous rays emerging 
from the rflmakQpaa, whereafter ^aradvatTputra questions the Buddha about 
the I’rajnaparamtti. AVe here get a Jong series tif questions with following 
explanations about various terms, usually in close agreement with the Mahii- 
vyutpatti, down to the end of the first parivarta, the Nidnnnpurivarta, on fo]. la. 
Then follows the second, the Sarvadlmrmst parivarta, down to 39b2, with similar 
explanations of terms such as ditto tothagotabalani , chotVQti vaisdradyatti, ditto 
prttikaihi'idtify, the buddhattfutrmdh, sarvajnata, etc. &xadv&tiputia is further in- 
formed about the attitude of the BodhLsattvas towards all dhamuts, with further 
explanations of various terms such as kuMd dharmnh, akusala dharma/t. etc. 
Also the third, the A bhinivUaparivarta is of a similar kind. 

Most of the explanations given in these chapters are also found in the longer 
Tarjuaparanrifas, but in various places, incorporated into the continuous text. 
Me get the impression that the compiler of D has aimed at a rather full enumera¬ 
tion of Buddhist terms, with explanations of their meanings, as a preparation 
to the real Prajfiaparamita, while the other ones have preferred to give such 
explanations when they are wanted in the text. 

After the third parivarta D begins to agree more closely with the other 
Paramitas, Ad 42h4 ft., P 43.14 IT., S 136.5. The interlocutor, however, for 
a long time remains Saradvatfpntra, while the other texts : Ad 89 a, P 98.G. S 
324,1. cf. A 3.17, subsequently introduce Subhuti, The arrangement is some¬ 
times different, the sequence of passages being occasionally another one in D, 
The verbal agreement is. however, usually striking, though of course especially 
P and g are much more detailed than D, the latter being, however, occasionally 
fuller than P and approaching S. 

This state of things shows that D is not- intermediate between A arid the 
longer texts, hut a different treatise, apparently based on A, or an older recen¬ 
sion of A, but with an independent arrangement. Ad, P and g, on the other 
hand, seem to be derived from a later recension of A, where much of the additional 
matter of D has been worked into the text. Sinologists will perhaps be able 
to give further explanations about these problems. Only a careful comparison 
of the different Chinese translations of A and D and a fuller comparative analysis 
of A, Ad. P and S, which would probably take years, can give us a full under¬ 
standing of the relationship existing between the different Prajfl&paramit&a. 

For my present aim, an edition of the Central Asian folios, this problem is 
not, however, essential. What we shall have to find out is, in the first place, 
to which Paramita they belong, and, ns already remarked, 1 shall first only con¬ 
sider the three first manuscripts mentioned above. 

Mm we have already seen that there is a colophon in fob JlOnl ; aupamya- 
pmmrtto namnaikddatohinh samdpfalt, and that a chapter evidently ends with the 
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lust line nf foJ. 152* An examination of A find D shotr? that the Aupainvapari varta 
docs not correspond to the eleventh chapter of either. In Ad. on the other 
hand, the end of the eleventh parivarta is a faithful rendering of our folios 100— 
llOal. We arc therefore led to the conclusion that our folios belong to the 
Ashfada iasihasri ka, and this inference is at once confirmed when we find that 
ful. 152 corresponds to the final portion of Ad parivarta 25, the second Sakra- 
pariv&rta. And a closer analysis brings out the fact that, all the folios repre¬ 
senting the three manuscripts mentioned above are found in exactly correspond¬ 
ing places in Ad. The two leaves representing the fourth manuscript, on the 
other build, bear so high nunifiers thut they rannot belong to Ad, which cannot 
have comprised more than 400—500 Sanskrit folios of that size. The corre¬ 
spondence between our folios and Ad is throughout so close that there cannot 
lie any doubt about the identity of the two texts. There 'are, however, differ¬ 
ences. 

The colophon of the 11th parivarta in Ad is Khrd- yad- jxthi lehti, Sanskrit 
ApatfttpyapQfiL'arbty and not Auptimt/aparivarta. The letters! in fol. llOul are, 
it is true, rather defaced, but the reading seems to be certain. One of these 
two titles seemn to be due to a later corruption or change, but it is baldly possible 
to decide with certainty which. The title aupamya would find its explanation 
in the discussion about the vajnipaitia chiHotpada contained in the chapter, but 
can also be a corruption of auitaptf^ Pall ottappa, and, on the other hand, an 
old aitpavnja can have been misread as uuttapya in the text translated into 
Tibetan. It is, however, also possible that there are different recensions with 
different titles. 

In other cases where the two versions differ, on the other hand, it is evident 
that the Tibetan translation represents a litter, enlarged, text. Thus the passage 
quoted above p. 5 is continued as follows on fol, 08a 11 ff. : ivam smjrityfUpa- 
alhthiuni no samvidyantc, pnjdlam. ytivad arshtmfoxd vedanikii buddktidh'trmd rta $am~ 
ridyante ndhydtma&myatam uptidayti. ydvad nbhiv*$raUtnr<isHHfj*ttfm upadai/ti.

4miipttihn upadayti. It will be seen that the Tibetan version contains enlarge¬ 
ments of exactly the same kind as we have already found in P and 3, and we 
can safely draw the inference that Ad baa been gradually enlarged in the juried 
between the test of our Sanskrit leaves and the Tibetan translation, a result 
which is not devoid of interest for our valuation or other Tibetan translations 
where no Sanskrit text is available. 

The folios representing our three manuscripts have thus brought to light por¬ 
tions of a Sanskrit text which was believed to be irreparably lost. As a matter 
of fact, however, fragments of this very PrajSap&ramita have been published 
long ago, but have failed to be recognized.

The 
preceding chapter, however, corresponds to Ad 18 thcppa cken-po/.i satis-j*tr 
ifyuA- ha hstan-fahi ftgu, i,e„ Huh a ymta viiuddhiju padcfo . hut. the existing uk- 
shanis cannot he reconciled with any such name. Also in the case of these frag*

It will be seen that the Tibetan version is considerably fuller than what 
can mafe * out ^e Sanskrit fragment. And it has evidently been 

enlarged in just, the same way as we have found to lie the case above* The 
attempt has been made to give fuller statements about each member of the 
various groups, with an approach at complete parallelism, and in most such 
cases the Tibetan Ad will be found to agree with P and S. 

It seems to be possible to arrive at further results especially from an 
analysis of the passage dealing with ahhdvasvaldidvadlnyatn . and there I have 
therefore added notes about the variants found in D fob. 17-is, which deal 
with the different dlnyatds and mainly agree with the reconstructed Sanskrit 
text where it differs from Tib. Ad, P and S. 

Ms and D explain the term in a perfectly consistent way, in agreement 
with the preceding explanations. The other texts everywhere have additions. 
Then they go on to make remarks to the effect that 6Adt-o t nbhdva, tvahham 
and parabhaw are SGnya. The Tibetan Ad has understood this as a new ex¬ 
planation of (Mdvasvabhdtvfunyata : pxmar aparath Subhute abhdivjrmbhamSunyato- 
chyate, which is til thorough disagreement with the usual procedure, P and 
S, on the other hand, have been lead to omit the explanations of abhdva- and 
svabhamiunyatd in their proper places, inserting them after ahhdvasvabham- 
suayatd. S retains the words punar ajmmrh SubMte, without the addition 
abhdvasvabMvamyatbchyate, which may point to a certain dependency on 
Tib. Ad.

Tn the explanation of paraMdvaMnifatii there are also divergencies. Tib. 
Ad agrees with Ms and D in reading yotpadaya vd .. anutpdddya rd. while P 
and S have utpdddt, anitfjmddt, respectively. Then follows dharmdwhh in D, 
and this must also have stood in Ms. because else the line would lie too short. 
It is missing in Tib, Ad: P has sthil&ivai&ifi dbatmdvam and ft sthitaivaishi 
without dharindudm. After hfoilnkMir 5fs and D have yd eftrmeshdth dharmdnnm 
parena idtiyd stJiitild, the Tibetan Ad sd tfaiiam parrna Sun yd sthititu. P tasyd 
yd tayn SSnyatd. and S yaishdm d karma nam jxlrriia fduyatd. 

In all such cases the reading of the Sanskrit folios clearly makes the im¬ 
pression of being more logical and apparently more original, and it is of in¬ 
terest to note that it is supported by D. 

A consideration of another passage leads to the same result. Bidyabrood'* 
Plate III, Pig, 4, 11, 0 fi. give an account of the eleven Juanas. Only the 
names of the three last one* are preserved, ri:„ saihvfitijndMtih, [puracintht- 
jn]dnmh, yathoLtwh jndnath, D fol. 6 has paraehiUaJ&anam famrritipidnnm a* Nos. 
3 and 4 of tlia enumeration, while in the Mahdyvutpatti 5? paraebitiajiianam 
is the second and samvritijndnam the fourth of ten Jiidnas. Instead of para* 
chtitajMna Tib, Ad has parijtrichekhajii(inatil (yons-su-bdris-pa ies-pa), P parija- 
yajnanarh and S partebayajndnam . The reading of the MaEiftvyntpatti is strongly 
in favour of paracAitlajAdna, and an examination of the explanations given of 
the terms satnvritijftdna and paracbtlla-, jxiTipnckchhd-. parijaya- l ‘parichayfijiidnam 
make* it certain that this is the original reading, D 1 lb3 has tafra Latamd 
parachitiajiidnam 1 Yat parasa£v&ndm parapudgnlthuirh chttamud chUii ckaitwt^ 
h'shu dkarmeshv m'icbikitsitau judnam, idarn uetiyatS parachittajndnam.

These explanations seem to be absolutely logical and intelligible. 

If we turn to the other versions, we find « different state of things. D'^ 
explanation of paradkittajn&nam is applied to vamvritijnibtam in Tib. Ad, P 

and S ( yat parasattvdndth wmpudyalthum cbetamiva chrioju unam) r Tib. Ad 
explains pttriprfckrhktjndna as pratipajjnmmh jfar^ddmjddmm c&tt (lam ies-pa 
dan yomsu. zad-pa te-pa dan), P parijayajuaiui a* }jn f praHpatyarijaya- 
jndntnh and S pancltayajndna a* protipahhnjnnna. There can hardly be onv 
doubt tlmt tire transposition of parachitlajudna and samnritijndna. m that the 

latter came before the former, has led to confusion, and it was necessary to 

rlmnge poraehiUajndm in order to arrive at some correspondence between term 
and explanation. In Bidvabinod a fragments the only remains of the explana¬ 
tion of the two words are pudgatandm dtetamim cbittai chaittmieshu dbn. ic 
the greater portion of Ds explanation of pararbitfajndna. Now the inversion 

of the terms into the succession samvritijMnam parackitiajhdnam ia also found 
m our text, and it is possible that there was the same ensuing confusion of 
the explanations as in the other texts. The retention of the word parachitia 

jftdna, however, would be calculated to prevent this confusion, and I have 
therefore restored the missing portion in accordance with D, giving the explan 
lion of ^ariiiTifyVidna after that of parachittajndna. ° *"

In s«oh cases it can hardly he doubted that the Central Asian folios re¬ 
present a more original version than the Tibetan Ad. And the same state 

. timgs can fttao l * ***&& elsewhere, cj?., in onr folio, I02ul, where there 
is no room for the m before rityaSunyataya which is found in Tib. Ad* P 

nmi S, but not in D. 

We should not, however, be justified in drawing the inference that Tib. 
Ad is simply an enlargement of the Central Asian text. The colophons seem 
t* have differed; the name Siradvatiputra of the Central Asian Ad* P and 
S occurs as as in A and D ; there are several instances of « different

It seems to me that it is most m accordance with this state of things to assume 
t.iut the Central Asian Ad represents a slightly different text, so that we can 
also here speak of two recensions of the same text, one current in Eastern Tur¬ 
kestan. and the other represented by the Tibetan translation. 

J’hc details drawn attention to above make us Inclined to consider the former 
as the more original one. being apparently based on an enlarged recension of 
A, m which ranch of the additions found in D has been worked into the context, 
and more free from misunderstandings that the Tibetan Ad, P and $, Also 
within the Central Asian recension we can trace a certain development. Thus 
Jt is worthy of notice that the latest fragment, our foL 209, presents an almost 
correct Sanskrit, while the other ones have many Prakrit isms. It is tempting 
to draw the inference that the original on which this recension is based was still 
more Pr&kntic and not inconsiderably older than onr fragments, of which the 

most ancient ones are those published by Bidyabinod, who dates them before 
580 A.D, 

Fol. 209 also differs from the remaining leaves in using the term dn'nika 
and not mvdamka about the eighteen characteristic huddhmUmrmax. AttdaniU 
is evidently a Sanskritizatinn of Ardhamigadhi driniya, analyzed as dveyanir/aC 
tuedamka, cf. e.ij., datkama for deyttdharma. wliilc acPtuka is based on a different 
analysis, which was apparently commonly accepted. 

The Sanskrit fragments of Ad are, as will be seen from the preceding remarks 
of considerable interest for our understanding of the history of the Prajfianara- 
muu literature. \\ hen compared with other versions, thev seem to make it 
probable that the oldest text was, indeed. A, perhaps in an older form than 
that represented by Rajcndrakl's edition. At an early date, probably not later 
than the second century, the text was recast and enlarge with a series of expl a , 
nations of Buddhist terms* etc., as wo find it in D. Then these additions were 
rcorranH an,1 worked i n t„ the context, the re S „lt. being a ftajnapatnnuli wind, 
was further extended by the compilers of Ad, P and S. With regard to Ad,

our folios enable ua to follow the development of the text from say the beginning 
of the sixth and flows to the ninth century. 

In such circumstances 1 have thought that it would be desirable to give as 
complete a picture of the Central Asian Ad as possible. 1 have therefore asked 
Rao Bahadur K. N. Dikshit, the Director General of Archeology in India, if lie 
would allow me to republish the fragments edited by Bidvabinod, fi ll in g up the 
missing portions by the help of the Tibetan Ad, and he has been g<s>d enough 
to accede to my request. The minor fragments of the same manuscript—there 
were altogether 48 leaves— 1 have not of course been aide to utilize. 

The simplest way of supplying the lost parts of Bidvabinod s leaves would 
be to translate the corresponding passages of the Tibetan Ad, I tie preceding 
remarks wilt, however, have shown that the result would be a text that has never 

existed, a mechanical putting together of two different recensions. To judge 

from Rid va binod’s remarks and plates the maim script must have measured U{ X 
33', with )-i lines on each side of the leaves and 90 aksharas to the line. This 
gives us an estimate of the extent of the lost portion, and in my restoration 1 
have not ventured to exceed that limit. In most cases the Tibetan Ad, P ami 
S make it easy to restore the text with almost absolute certainty, but sometimes 
it must remain doubtful. In my edition of these and the new folios l have put 

defaced passages within brackets and used brackets with an asterisk when the 

leaves are damaged or where the text has beeu restored from the Tibetan version. 
Some few corrections have been added within parentheses. 1 have everywhere 
added, at the beginning of each leaf, references to the Tibetan text and, so far 
as possible, to A, P and S. Bidyahinod‘s leaves liave been inserted In their 
proper place, between fols. 110 and 152. 

When my manuscript was ready to !>e sent to the press, my friend Professor 
Helmer Smith of Upsala sent me a transcript of a fragment recovered by 
Sir Sven Hedin in K hut an, I soon found that it belongs to Ad, corresponding to 
the Tibetan folios 15Sa3—159b6, find at Professor Smith's request 1 reproduce 
his transcript hetween my folios 98 and 10*2. filling up the gaps in the same way 
as with the Bidvabinod folios. Also in the case of the Hedin leaf we can see that 
the text is shorter than that of Tib. Ad. but it would not lead to new results to 
show this in detail. Professor Smith’s edition of the folio will be found in 
G. Montell, Sven Hedin's Arcbseological Collections from Khotnn II. Stockholm 
1938 

The original is not at present accessible, and we do not therefore know the 
size of the fragment. Each side contained eight lines and each line 37—40 
aksharas. My transcript differs in two or three unimportant details from Pro¬ 
fessor Smith’s.
